The new structure will supple- 
ment facilities now offered Univer- 
sity women at Columbian House. 
Sorority groups will not be rented 
rooms in the dormitory, it was sn- 
nounced, but social organisations 
will be permitted to use recrea- 
tional facilities and halls.

Neutrality from the isolationist's 
point of view and the cooperation- 
ist's theory of insuring international 
peace were questions taken up by 
the International Relations Club 
Wednesday night. 

Alger Hiss, formerly legal adviser 
to the Senate Munitions Investiga- 
tion Committee, spoke before the 
group, outlinibg the basic principles 
of the two policies. Isolation, he 
pointed out, means absolute politi- 
cal and economic abstinence in our 
relations with belligerents. 

Isolationists, he reminded, do not 
recognize the effectiveness of or- 
ganizad effort to maintain interna- 
tlonsJ peace. He then outlined the 
cooperatlonlst's theor>-. which rec- 
ognizes colieclive action by means 
of sanctions against an aggressor 
nation as the best means of assur- 
ing world 4 >eacel 

The majority opinion aniong mem- 
bers of the Club as to the relative 
merits of these two policies was 
that cooperation In the matter of 
imposing economic sanctions against 
an aggressor nation would have the 
effect of localizing the conflict.

The college aid program, a coo- 
, tinuation of last year's program 
I under the FERA EducatlOA Dlvi- 
|sk>n, has been extended this year 
to include a graduate aid paujact. 
l,ocaUy this means that 19 can- 
didates for the mailer's degree 
and eight candidates for the doctor 
of philoeephy degree are meelviag 
a total of 8^ monthly.

The Virginia of the 
poor whiles, of the half-starved 
mill workers, of the uneducated 
mountaineers, of the oppressed ne- 
groes is not quite as widely publi- 
cized. 

In one* of the very interesting 
books of the season Julian Meade, 
an old son of Virginia having been 
born and "raiged" in Danville, a 
graduate of the University of Vir- 
ginia and a person who literally 
drips with all the necessary tradi- 
tion, has described to us those fac- 
tors that make -Virginia great and 
beautiful and those which make 
her small and ugly. 

"1 Live in Virginia" (Longmans. 
Green and Company. $2.50), should 
be resd by thosA studying Sociology 
or American History. As s socio- 
logies! document this presents the 
ever-present class struggle in Vir- 
ginia between those who are weal- 
thy and those who are not; between 
the old aristocrats and the newly 
rich; between, and this phase is by 
far the "most important, the poor 
white and the negro — both being 
dependent upon the same economic 
sources for existence. 

From a historical point of View 
an excellent comparison of the 
Virginia of today and yesterday Is 
given, and the great influence that 
the past stiU holds over the state 
is shown remarkably well. 

Julian Meade is exuberant and 
youthful in his writing. True, he 
has little interest in what causes 
the conditions that exist, but he i 
is such a splendid reporter and so 
scrupulously fair that this one fault 
is lo a considerable extent c^er- 
weighed. 

Mr. Meade writes stirringly of 
personsllties such ss Ellen .Glas- 
cow, whom he adores. Helen and 
Lawrence Stallings. Francis C. Gor- 
man. Norman Thomas, and Gover- 
nor Pollard. The outstanding per- 
sonality in the book, however, is 
Virginia, as Julian 
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The other cause very definitely 
is tied up with the position of the 
Centers and Rights. It became in- 
creasingly evident as plans grew 
and voting time came that per- 
sonalities in fhe Center would play 
too large a part. That is re- 
flected in the vote; 

Almost-conservatives, who might 
have gone Center, fqund Us liberal- 
catering and fence-sitting attitude 
repugnant and so vo^ed Right. Lib- 
erals who weren’t really Radicals 
couldn't stomach the Center's mud- 
dling through and mug>vumplng 
manners and voted Left. 

The result of the voting, then, 
was to produce/ a Union more Or 
less liberal in complexion. And. 
while the voting was based es- 
sentially on issues, the future of 
the Union to a large extent de- 
pends on the persons the parties 
select to fill their allotment of 
seats. 

In seating its -members the 
Union now faces its most critical 
problem. It mus.t solve Che ques- 
tion that has been before all at- 
tempted democratic organizations: 
Can the group be represented ac- 
curately by a person or group of 
persons?

In University's History

with the exception of one sorority house there has 
been no place for women students to liv.e. 

Now that we are to have a dormitory on 
caiUpus. there will doubtless he a marked increase 
in the number -of women attending the University 
in the future. 

Modern in every detail, this, new building will 
not only house a large number but will contain 
reception parlors and recreation rooms. 

This distinct contribution ha.s been made pos- 
sible through a gift to the University. Possibly 
without exception, a womeiis’ dormitory . is the 
most needed and will he appreciated more than 
any other addition that could be madV to . the 
phpical plant, and it is indeed 'gratifying that we 
arc now to have such a building. 


While a comparatively small gen- 
eral vote was expected by the 
cynics, even they were probably 
surprised by. the Center tally.

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Debaters Told 
‘We Americans 
Are All Fools’ 


Prof. Teller Gives First 
Physics Lecture Tuesday 


Price, Goodykooiilz Debate 
Cambridge Students 
On Judiciary 


"When tpeaking before «n 
American audience, always remem- 
ber that the faces In front of you 
are the faces of fools, and that 
should give you confldence." 

This was the advice given C. J. 
M. Alport and John Royle. Cam- 
bridge University debaters, hy a 
member of Parliament on their de- 
parture for America. Alport told 
the 300 who crowded Corcoran 10 
last Wednesday to hear the Cam- 
bridge-George Washington debate. 

Alport and Royle. representing 
the Cambridge Union Society, up- 
held the affirmative of the ques-_ 
tion. "Resolved; That Uie judiciary 
should have no power to overrule 
the decisions of the executive and 
the legislature" Dix Price and Wil- 
liam Goodykoohlz. of George Wash- 
ington, spoke for the negative. 

The affirmative held that since 
the members of Congress are the 
elected respreseatatlvea of the. 
people. It is unnecessary and un - 1 
democratic to subject their acts 
to the scrutiny of another body of 
men. Secondly, they argued that, 
the views of the Supreme Court 
are generally conservative and lag 
behind the current social needs, 
and therefore that judicial review 
Is a hindrance to social progress. 

The negative contended that the 
basic will of the people is expressed 
In the Constitution and that the 
Supreme Court stands as the safe- 
guard of the Constitution against 
the acts of any legislative assembly 
at any time. To abrogate the power 
of the Court to declare laws un- 
constitutional might open the doors 
to a wave of Fascist legislations, 
they said, citing instances of the 
power of organized -minorities tp 
influence Congress. If changes In 
the basic law are needed, .there are 
means provided in the Constitution 
Itself for necessary amendment,- 


Dr. Edward Teller, visiting pro- 
fesor of physics, will deliver the 
first in a series of public lectures 
next Tuesday night at 8 In Cor- 
, coran .39. His subject will be 'The 
Statistical Theory of Matter.’* 

■ Invited to the lecture are sci- 
entists from the government de- 
partment and Independerft foun- 
dations; m’embers of srlefice de- 
partments from colleges, univer- 
sities. and high schools; members 
of scientific societies, and Univer- 
sity students.
